marks the passing of one of the 
foremost figures in modern Ireland. 
He was one of the most conspicuous 
leaders in the creation of the new 
Irish Free State and was a founder 
of the Sinn Fein. 
He had been out of the lime­ 
light during the recent military ac­ 
tivities, which have been largely di­ 
rected on behalf of the Free State 
by Michael Collins. 
Mr. 
Griffith 
was 
formerly 
an 
editor at Dublin and after estab­ 
lished the newspaper “United Irish­ 
men” followed it by the “Sinn Fein” 
and then the “Nationalist.” 
K^pt Delegates Away 
He first attracted attention by his 
uncompromising 
attitude 
for 
ab­ 
stention by Irish members from at­ 
tendance of the sessions of the Brit­ 
ish 
parliament. 
In 
October 
1919 
Griffith was elected presiding offi­ 
cer for the Sinn Fein conference in 
Dublin, he was later nominated as 
Sinn Fein delegate from East Cra- 
van. During the peace conference 
at Paris in 1919 he was chosen an 
Irish delegate to present the Irish 
case but failed to get a safe con­ 
duct from the British government 
which prevented his attendance. 
In July 1919 Griffith was elected 
acting president of the Irish Nat­ 
ional assembly in the absence of 
Eamonn de Valera, then in the Uni­ 
ted States. 
Griffith was arrested In Dublin 
In November 1920 and spent seven 
months in ML Joy prison. During 
his imprisonment he issued a mes­ 
sage to the Irish people as to the 
conduct of the Sinn Fein organi­ 
sation. An attempt at rescue was 
made but the armored car used for 
the puxpose failed to carry out its 
missioi 
Released From Prison. 
Early in June, 1921, there were 
reports of a* London conference, at 
which the Irish leaders would be 
invited to consult with members of 
the British cabinet. 
Griffith was 
mentioned among the probable dele­ 
gates. His release from prison fol­ 
lowed. 
Griffith accompanied de Valera to 
London in July when the confer­ 
ences were opened. Later, when the 
conferences shifted 
to 
different 
points, Griffith was appointed chair­ 
man of the Sinn Fein mission. He 
was in London through October, No­ 
vember and December, carrying on 
the negotiations which culminate^. 
on December 5 with the signing 
of the treaty between Great Britain 
and Ireland.

"We find that more than ninety 
percent of the crimes in this coun­ 
try are committed by the nae of 
pistols," continued the report of the!

B. SW&ney of Chattanooga, Teen., 
was chairman. "We find that the 
laws prohibiting the carrying of 
firearms or deadly weapons are in­ 
effective, in fact, that they work 
j to the benefit of the criminal rath-; 
[er than the law-abiding citlsen."

"The criminal situation in the 
{United, States, so fur as crimes of 
violence are concerned, is worse than 
{that of any other civilized coun­ 
try," the report said. "Hhere there 
I is less respect for law. From all 
[available sources of information, we 
(estimate that {there 
were 
more! 
[than 9,600 unlawful homicides last; 
[year In this country; that in 1920 
there occurred not less than 9,000 
homicides, and that in no year

"Burglaries have increased in this 
country during the last ten years, 
1,200 percent. 
"Deliberate murder, burglary, and 
robbery will seldom be attempted 
unless the criminal is armed. In Eu­ 
ropean countries the criminals, as 
a rule are not armed. 
"On the other hand, in crimes 
which indicate the dishonesty of the 
people, such as larceny, extortion, 
counterfeiting, forgery, fraud and 
other crimes of swindling, a com­ 
parison of conditions demonstrates 
that the morals of this country are 
better than in any other of the 
large countries of the world. 
"It is our united opinion that the 
means provided in the United States 
for coping with crimes and crimin­ 
als are today neither adequate nor 
efficient, for example i> 
Parole Is Dangerous. 
"First, we find that the parole 
and probation laws, as administer­ 
ed, very generally fa il«to accom­ 
plish the purposes for which the 
laws were designed and weaken the 
administration of criminal justice. 
We recommend that first offenders 
only should be eligible for proba­ 
tion. We recommend that the inde­ 
terminate sentence laws should be 
modified so as to apply to first of­ 
fenders only, and we believe, too, 
that neither probation nor parole 
should be permitted those convict­ 
ed of homicide, burglary, rape or 
highway robbery. 
"Second, we find that more than 
ninety percent of the murders in 
this country are committed by the 
use of pistols. 
"Third, we find the causes for 
delay in criminal cases so varied 
and the conditions so differing that 
we hestitate to make specific recom­ 
mendations. Dilatory motions—and 
many other causes for delay, all ac­ 
crue to the benefit of the law 
breaker. 
"We recommend that every state 
be given every right to appeal now 
from a verdict of not guilty, and 
we recommend that the prosecutor 
in a criminal trial shall have the 
right to call the attention' -of the 
jury to the fact that the defend­ 
ant has failed himself to contra­ 
dict or deny testimony offered by 
the prosecution. 
"We recommend hat the state be 
given the right to amend the in­ 
dictment upon proper terms, in mat­ 
ters of form. 
"We recommend that there should 
be but one appeal from a judgment 
of conviction in the trial court. 
Time Limit Set. 
‘"We recommend that there be 
enacted legislation limiting the time 
during which Judges or courts may 
hold under advisement dilatory mo­ 
tions made in criminal trials; that 
at the expiration of such time, w ith ­ 
out action, such a motion shall be 
deemed -to be denied. 
"Fourth, we find that in some 
of the states the jury is the final 
judge both of the law and the 
facts. We believe that such a con­ 
dition is absolutely subversive of a 
government of law and we recom­ 
mend the repeal of such statutes. 
"Fifth, we find in various juris­ 
dictions glaring abuses in the mat­ 
ter of bail, both in the amounts 
imposed and in the sufficiency of 
security offered. 
"Sixth, we find that further leg­ 
islation, should be enacted by the 
congress to 
punish 
and 
prevent 
lynchings and mob violence. 
“Seventh, we 
find 
that 
more 
stringent laws limiting and 
con­ 
trolling immigration should be en­ 
acted and enforced. 
"Eighth, we find that the bill now 
pending in the congress, increasing 
the number of United States Dis­ 
trict judges and conferring powers! 
upon the Chief Justice and senior 
circuit judges *to have supervision 
over the work of the courts and see 
that the dockets are 
kept 
clear, 
should be enacted. 
"Ninth, 
no 
meritorious 
case, 
whether civil or criminal,' that is 
cognizable in the 
courts 
of 
the 
country, ought to be denied the 
services of an able, courageous and 
layal advocate. And no man or wo­ 
man, however humble, ought to be 
able to say in any American com­ 
munity that justice is too expensive 
for the poor. We therefore urge that 
in every community the members 
of this association volunteer to aid, 
without fee, the worthy poor who 
are being oppressed, defrauded or 
otherwise wronged, and who have 
not the means to employ counsel. 
"Tenth, first offenders must be 
segregated from veteran criminals, 
for the jails throughout the land 
today are breeding places for crime, 
and the young and thoughtless, who 
may often be reclaimed, are taught 
by professional criminals to scorn 
the restraints of society; and in this 
connection we may well consider the 
extension of psychopathic laborator­ 
ies established as adjuncts to the 
criminal courts."

The 
architecture is in

Portuguese Colonial style, har- 
monizing with the Brazilian mode. 
The outer walls of the building 
enclose a patio, or court open to 
the sky, in which a tropical gar- 
den and fountain will be located, 
surrounded on all sides by a wide 
corridor, or arched gallery. The 
walls of the patio, treated in a 
soft 
buff Caen stone, with the 


frieze and soffits of the overhang- 
ing cornices and the tile inserts 
of the walls in high colors, will 
give this central court a distinc- 
tive Latin spirit. The fine recep- 


tion rooms and offices of the future 
embassy follow the Latin arrange- 
ment,' opening on the corridor and 
gallery around the court.

buiWing is being constructed by 
Dwight P. Robinson & Company 
of New York from plaiu by Frank 
L. Packard, architect, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio.

Previously the government 
had constructed but two embassy 
buildings, one in Peking at a cost 
of $180,000 for building, grounds 
and equipment, and one in San 
Salvador at a cost of $60,000 for 
the building and improvement of 
grounds.
